might be planning to specialize in American contacts, since he was the one who took — 
over the Tiffany contact. And ZEGAL has spent considerable time in the Ynited . 
States, so he might be something of an American specialist, too. ;

simultaneously expressing the same thoughts to and about Americans. We realize . 
that one shouldn't try to make too much out of these coincidences, but it is worth 
noting that in Dermark the KGB Rezident has subsequently turned over the contact | 
with the AIS officer to an underling at the same time that GOLUB is introducing | 
Costille to ZEGAL who may, in turn, carry on the contacts. We pian to sai out 
this coincidence to the Copenhagen Station.

likely that this shrewd intelligence operator "likes her for her mind", It would 
also seem that the Soviets have a continuing interest in Costille and assuming | 
‘that they are aware of at least some of the Costille-A/5 contacts, thsy may have. 
in mind recruiting 4/5 togst information on Costille and other American targets, 


GOLUB certainly appears to be trying to get A/5 on the bean be it for herself 
or ee information on the AIS, or both.
